A 2.0 GPA is all you need to stay on 
campus at TJC.

At the end of 2 semesters, every resident 
has to have a 2.0 cumulative GPA. 

According to TJC Housing, “A measure of 
a student’s academic achievefrient at a college 
or university. The total number of grade points 
earned divided by the total number of credits 
attempted.” 

To continue to stay on campus in the 
spring, each resident has to have a 1.5 GPA after 
the fall semester and be enrolled in 12 hours. 

This is a reasonable requirement seeing as it 
is a privelege to stay on campus. 

The main reason you’re in college is classes. This is why housing is strict about the policy. 

I asked some students around campus to get their take on the policy.

Last year, the Tyler Junior College 
administration was approved to start a new 
Culinary Arts program. The administrators 
were working on developing the curriculum 
for the program. This year, the school is 
focusing on building the new facility for the 
new Culinary program. 

TJC is adding so many new renovations 
and new areas around campus this year that 
its hard to keep up. From working on old 
buildings to building completely new ones, the 
school is starting a whole new era of student 
life. One of the biggest projects that the school 
is working on directly coordinates with the 
schools decision to offered on Culinary Arts 
to their growing list of programs. Culinary 


Arts is a work program that is categorized as 
an AAS degree. 

According to Curriculum Director Billie 
Anderson, “An AAS degree is an Associate of 
Applied Science. Their programs are governed 
by the rules of the Guidelines for Instructional 
programs in Workforce Education (GIPWE). 
It is also governed by the Workforce Education 
Course Manual (WECM). The AAS or 
certification programs are meant for students 
who want to go directly into the workforce 
after leaving TJC.” 

As of this fall semester, the school has 
added 21 new Culinary Arts classes to the 
school. Six of those classes are associated 
prerequisites/corequisites for students who 
want to concentrate on Pastry.The Culinary 
Arts building is currently being built at what 
is called Pirtle Phase One, which is an old part 
of the Pirtle Technology building. 

When asked what made the school pick 
that location, Mark Gartman, Director of 


Facilities and Construction, said, “About two 
years ago, one of the schools first ideas, I 
think, was a culinary school. There were several 
things kicked around. One of them was TJC 
North. The other option was the third floor of 
the energy building over at West Campus. The 
other one was the third floor of Rogers nursing 
building. Those three ideas were kicked around 

Then, we were meeting one day, and we 
said, ‘well, let me just show you some property.’ 
So we went and looked at Pirtle Phase One, 
and everybody seems to like it.” With the fall 
semester quickly approaching, many students 
are curious about what kind of activities that 
they will be able to do at the new building. 

“Extracurricular activities,” said Gartman. 
“And you can have a night time viewing of the 
stars. And you have the Valentine’s Day, and 
you probably have something at Christmas. 
And the school has a little outdoor eating area 
that was donated by the Junior League, and 
they graciously agreed that they would like to 


have these upgrades.” 

Students will also be able to order food 
and eat meals made by culinary students 
in the new culinary building. Many school 
administrators have big goals for the new 
building, and when asked, Gartman said that 
he could see some collaboration between 
the Center for Earth And Science, possibly 
serving meals with some of their shows. He 
believes it opens up a whole new world for the 
school. 

According to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics, the number of restaurants in the 
Tyler metro area has grown every year since 
2011. There was a particularly large spike in 
2016, when nearly 30 new restaurants opened 
in one year. Restaurant openings have rapidly 
outpaced population growth. Overall, this is 
a program that will impact the city for many 
years to come. The building is set to be done 
in January of next year, and it will begin to 
operate by spring 2019. 



TJC to select new police chief

police department.”The new Chief has not been chosen as of 
yet, but with a big position comes big expectations. ‘1 hope they 
come with fresh new ideas and I always want someone with lots 
of law enforcement experience.” Chambers said. “Its different 
in a college environment.. I’m looking for someone who has 
already been in higher education and has law enforcement ex¬ 


perience. I need somebody who knows how to deal with college 
kids because they [need] to have fun.” 

As the Chief of Police his or her duties consist of over¬ 
seeing “five sargents.. .[and also being in charge of] permits, 
identification cards, and the other section which is dispatch” 
Chambers said. With a new Chief of Police, TJC is also brin¬ 
ging in new rules and changes that will “make it fun to be [on] 
campus from the police side.”. The new rules and changes that 
the Chief will be enforcing consist of new parking permits, a 
new lanyard policy that consists of a possible $25 ticket if not 
worn, and lastly new parking lots are in the works. 

If you’re wondering who the lucky chief will be...there 
isn’t one particular prospect as of yet due to a lengthy interview 
process and the number of applicants. “There’s no shoe-ins. 
Chambers said. “With school starting my focus is on the safety 
of the kids.” 


TJC to introduce second

As TJC strives to better education for its 
students it has announced its second baccalaurea¬ 
te degree in the past two years. 

Early in July, members of the TJC Board of 
Trustees proposed the new Bachelors of Applied 
Technology (BAT) in Healthcare Technologies 
and Medical Systems to the Texas Higher Edu¬ 
cation Coordinating Board and received approval 
in late July. This degree provides professions in 
the medical and healthcare field that specialize 
in finance, systems management and other roles 
apart from the medical staff Tyler is a city with 
many occupations and trades that are medically 
based, which perfectly aligns with the introducti¬ 
on of this new degree. 

“Healthcare providers are one of the largest 
employers in East Texas, and we felt that there 
were limited opportunities for [people] to receive 
a baccalaureate degree in the management, 
administration, and information analysis in the 
healthcare industry,” Bryan Renfro,Dean of the 
Professional and Technical Programs. 

Since the BAT degree will only be in its first 
year the program will be “limited to eighteen to 


twenty-four students [and] is primarily targeted 
towards working adults who are working in the 
healthcare industry [who] need to return to 
college to get [a] bachelor’s degree.” Renfro said. 
The Bachelor of Applied Technology (BAT) in 
Healthcare Technologies and Medical Systems 
is a “completion degree program [which means] 
students have to first complete an associate’s de¬ 
gree ... in healthcare administration or business 
management.” Also, the BAT degree program 
specifically focuses on teaching the students who 
are accepted “how to use technology and infor¬ 
mation systems within the healthcare industry.” 

There is no official start date or time when 
students can apply yet, but there will be a meeting 
this upcoming week to discuss the start date, and 
Renfro said a “November, or most likely, January 
start date.” 

According to Renfro, TJC currendy “has the 
ability to have up to five baccalaureate degrees 
and at this time we have three more we can 
do [and] we want to make sure those [future 
baccalaureate] degree [programs] ensure that the 
graduates are getting good paying jobs and being 
promoted for having the knowledge and skills 
that they would acquire once they obtain those 
degrees.”

As the heat stroke rates for athletes rises, 
many colleges are looking to find ways to keep 
their players hydrated. Recendy this month, 
University of Maryland football player Jordan 
McNair, died of heat stroke .This led to Head 
Coach DJ Durkin to be put on administrative 
leave. As a result of this death, and many others 
like it, heat stroke prevention in not just high 
school, but college athletics, has been a ringing 
topic in today's news. 

The Gatorade Sports Science Institute states 
that the leading causes of heat stroke in are from 
dehydration and players being pushed too hard, 
too fast. 

Coach Matt Gordon of Tyler Junior College’s 
football team stated that, “TJC is very fortunate 
to have so many trainers on staff. We have around 
30 that are split up into each group of players.” 

Coach Gordon also pointed out that early 
morning workouts help acclimate the players to 
the condition they need to be in to play. 

“The helmet is heavy, and the full padding is 
too, so the first few days of practice we go without 
pads, so the players can adjust to the heat,” 
Gordon said. 

Just like in football, all outdoor sports run 
a risk of athletes suffering a heat stroke. TJC’s 
Womens Soccer coach Corey Rose explained in 
an interview with us, W I think it goes beyond just 


hydration ... A coach and the teams trainers have 
to have a good feel for the team and how well they 
are able to perform.” He told us that another way 
the team tries to avoid this issue is by practicing 
in the coolest parts of the day if possible, such as 
early in the morning or later on in the evening. 

Just like in sports, the band also runs a risk 
of suffering from heat stroke. Being outdoors, 
practicing with a heavy instrument and its gear 
attached to you, and being in the heat during 
formation practice can take a major toll on the 
students. 

TJC Band director Jeremy Strickland told 
us that water is “non-negotiable”, and is “neither 
used as a reward or a punishment”. 

He told us that every student is strongly 
encouraged to bring their own water in addition 
to the set water breaks they have during both 
practices and games. 

Director Strickland also has staff members 
scattered throughout the bands formation at 
games to keep an eye out for possible signs of heat 
exhaustion. “We don’t like to take chances with 
our students’well being,” Strickland explained. 

Heat stroke prevention is very important to 
the staff and coaches of the TJC athletics, and 
they make sure they exercise care when their 
players practice for extended periods of time. It 
is ultimately important to know the signs of heat 
stroke and dehydration, because if coaches and 
players can spot them early, proper steps can be 
taken to cool the player down. 

Even as an audience to these sporting events, 
these symptoms are recognizable and preventable.

“They have to 
be very flexible with their hips and ankles,” 


Gordon said. 

"Last year, a couple of key players on the 
O-Line got hurt. Some of the back-ups were 
not ready, but the plan is to be ready at all 
times,” Gordon said. 

This is why the program has recruited very 
heavily. 

“We sort of out recruited our sophomores 
in almost every single position. Some of the 
Sophomores have taken the backseat, we have 
four freshmen starting on the O-Line,” Gordon 
said. 

But, the younger guys still look up to older 
players as big brothers. 

“Could they survive at TJC and play Junior 
College Football? Most of all, could they play 
for Coach Palmer. 

Danny Palmer is a legendary figure in TJC 
Football. 12 years of coaching TJC and having 
ww44 years in total, Palmer is really dedicated to 
his job. “When you think Tyler Junior College 
Football, the first thing that pops up in your 
mind is Danny Palmer,” Gordon said.

Q: What is your job here at TJC, and 
what do you do in that job? 

A: 41 Well, I’ve had a couple of them! I’ve 
been a Programming Instructor at TJC for 
a long time, so IVe taught different types of 
programming languages. When we started the 
Video Game Development Program, I worked 
with that program for several years. We are 
now in our 11th or 12th year of Video Game 
Development, and I still do a lot of the work 
with the design part, and with recruitment for 
that program, but I’ve stepped back a little 
bit because of the other things I get to do on 
campus. Now I’m just teaching computer office 
and computer skills classes, and the EDUC 
[1300] class for Honors.” 

Q: How long have you been working 
here? 

A: “This will be my 32nd year at TJC.” 

Q: Where did you go to school? 

A: “I started my university experience at 
Southern Arkansas University in Magnolia, 
Arkansas. I did some coursework up with the 
“Woo Pig Sooie” folks up in Fayetteville with 
the University of Arkansas, and I did most of 
my masters work at UNT in Denton [and] 
East Texas State University, [what] is now 
Texas A&M Commerce.” 

Q: What’s your favorite thing about 
working at TJC? 

A: “I did not set out to be a teacher. I was 
a computer programmer. I worked with oil 
companies: I landed in helicopters in Billings, 
Montana to work on their oil pressure, and 
their pipes, and whatever else. 

“SAU had been after me for a couple 
of semesters to teach a class, and so I was 
expecting my first son and thought ‘Hey! Extra 
money! I’ll do that!” 

“And I fell in love with teaching. I could 
not believe they paid me to have that much 
fun. I started my masters that next semester, 
and I’ve been teaching ever since!” 

Q: Do you have a funny or interesting 
story about TJC to share? 

A: “There are a lot of interesting stories, 
as TJC has grown over the years. One of my 
favorites: I teach in the Pirtle Technology 
Building ... We would teach in classrooms 
with huge banks of windows - which is 
horrible for computers, by the way - but, big 
banks of windows that would look out over the 
Intramural Field. And, of course, then, at the 
time, we didn’t have the big [OHPE] Center, 
so it didn’t reverberate quite as bad between the 
two buildings. The Band and the Apache Belles 
would practice in that grass practice field while 
we were teaching. 

“When all the Belles camps would 
happen in the summer, I would be deep into 
teaching how to write a loop in a program, and 
the Apache Belles would fly by the window 
because they were jumping up and down on 
trampolines. [We] would just have to stop class 
and go watch, and then you go back to work - 
particularly because my computer classes had a 
lot of gentlemen in it. There were, at that time, 
a lot more guys than girls in computer science. 

The other thing that was fun, of course, 
was [that] the Band comes back early and 
practices. So, the Band would be trying to leam 
their marching routines on that practice field, 
which is full of gopher holes and weird places 
in the grass and is not level. 

“I would be teaching along, and someone 
would say,‘They’re down!’ 

“A trombone player would have hung [up] 
a tuba player [and] a trumpet, and there would 
be five, or six, or seven people and instruments 
all over the place. Once again, you just have 
to stop class, and go applaud, and appreciate 
the train wreckhappening out there. If 
anybody’s been in band, you understand a band 
train wreck, and we had to appreciate that from 
the windows. And that was back in the late 
‘80s and early ‘90s, and everybody practiced on 
that grass practice field. It was a lot of fun. We 
would teach to a beat!” 


Feature: Facilities and Construction 
works behind the scenes

Many students forget that school exists during the summer, but 
the Facilities and Construction staff’s work on campus never ends. 
Over the summer, they have been working relentlessly to ensure that 
TJC will be in top-notch condition for the school year. 

According to Mark Gartman, Director of Facilities and 
Construction, this summer has been especially busy. “This was 
probably, in my eight years, one of the busiest summers we’ve had 
here at Facilities,” he remarked. 

Gartman said that Facilities and Construction’s biggest projects 
over the summer included replacing the air handler units in Jenkins 
Hall and Vaughn Conservatory, creating a gathering area on the 
third floor of the Robert M. Rogers Nursing and Health Sciences 
Center, and working to complete the Culinary Arts building, which 
will open in January. 

The staff has also made progress on an ongoing renovation of 
the Wise Cultural Arts building. “That’s been a two-year project, 
maybe a three-year project,” Gartman said. “This year, we’ve replaced 
all the mechanical equipment and the controls ... it will give it a 
better indoor climate.” 

Facilities and Construction’s work isn’t limited to die Main 
Campus. Over the summer, they’ve also managed to build an HVAC 
simulator house for air conditioning students at West Campus. 
Gartman explained, “The air conditioner students can actually 
go inside this house and go up into the attic of this house, install 
ductwork, install inside units. And then, on the outside , of the 
building, they’ll be able to install condensers for air conditioning. 
So, that’s a very big improvement for the air conditioning students.” 

Gartman also mentioned several smaller projects that were 
completed over the summer, such as painting the exterior of Potter 
Hall and the interior of Jenkins Hall, power-washing bricks, and 
replacing floors in residential halls. 

The Facilities and Construction workers have also been at 
work building benches and outdoor furniture for the campus. “We 
built a bench out here [in Baldwin Facilities and Construction], 
and somebody saw it and decided that they liked it. So, they told 
somebody else,” explained Gartman. Eventually, Dr. Linda Gary, 
Dean of the School of Humanities, Communications, and Fine Arts, 
requested 12 of the benches for Jenkins Hall. 

The benches will also be used at another of Facilities and 
Construction’s projects: a new outdoor seating area outside of 
Bateman Hall

“Bateman Hall doesn’t really have a yard,” said Gartman, “they 
have a parking lot. So, across the street from Bateman, we’re going to 
build a sitting place ... Were taking cable spools - we’ve built some 
in-house. We’re building benches, and we’re going to put them out 
there and kind of make a sitting area. We put lights up, and we’ve 
talked to the police. Getting people off of the asphalt and onto the 
grass may help them a little bit. I think it will stay open until 10 or 
10:30 every night, and then the lights will go out ... It’s going to be 
a neat place. Just kind of a sitting area for some of our students that 
live on campus. We have planted seeds and watered. We trimmed 
the trees.” 

“We feel we had a very good year,” said Gartman. “We got a lot 
of work accomplished, and it wasn’t just busywork. It was stuff that 
needed to happen.”
